New England Revolution Interim Head Coach Tom Soehn 

On the team's focus heading into the final match: 

Soehn: "We're coming off, obviously, a high of getting a result, but fully 
aware that we haven't won on the road and we've already dove into that to¬ 
day. [We] watched some video and make sure we take care of some things 
that I think can make us successful." 


New England Revolution Forward Teal Bunbury 

On how important it is to the group to get a road win to close the season: 
Bunbury: "It's got to be huge for all of us, because we pride ourselves on 
winning games and being professionals and we need to go on an away trip 
and be able to get three points. It's something that we should've already 
done. For me, it's going to be huge, and I know the rest of the guys, we're 
going to push ourselves and make sure that we come out of Montreal with 
three points, whatever it takes, really." 


New England Revolution Defender Chris Tierney 

On the type of game he expects in Montreal: 

Tierney: "It's going to be competitive. I mean, there's a lot to play for. You 
want to finish as high as you can in the table and Montreal right now is 
three points behind us, so they'll be looking to at least get level with us and 
we don't want to let that happen. There's plenty to play for. You want to fin¬ 
ish as high as you can and any time you put the jersey on, you want to put 
in a good performance individually and collectively for the club."

• A pair of prolific scorers aim to settle the Revs' 201 7 Golden Boot race. 
Forward Kei Kamara leads the group with 12 tallies on the season, 
while midfielder Lee Nguyen has 11 goals to go with a team- and 
career-high 1 5 assists. 

• A brace from forward Juan Agudelo would give New England three 
players with at least 10 goals each this season. The Revs currently 
have two 10-goal scorers (Kamara and Nguyen) for only the fourth 
time in club history (first since 2005), and have never had three dou¬ 
ble-digit goal scorers in the same MLS season. 

• With one goal from F Teal Bunbury, the Revolution would have four 
players with at least eight goals each for the first time in club history. 
The Revs' currently have three players with eight goals (Kei Kamara, 
Lee Nguyen, and Juan Agudelo) for only the second time in club his¬ 
tory (2005 - Taylor Twellman, Clint Dempsey, and Pat Noonan).

• F Juan Agudelo scoring one goal to match his career high of nine set 
in 2013 with Chivas USA and the Revolution. 

• F Kei Kamara scoring his ninth goal since the beginning of July. His 
eight goals since the turn of July are tied for sixth most in MLS during 
that span. 

• Kamara scoring two more goals to reach 100 for his MLS regular sea¬ 
son career and tie him for ninth on the all-time list.

Throughout 201 7, the Revolution and Boston SCORES teamed up through 
the "Revs Score, Boston SCORES” initiative to assist under-resourced 
youth in the greater Boston area. For every goal the Revolution scored 
at Gillette Stadium this season, the New England Revolution Charitable 
Foundation contributed $100, which equates to the cost of one week of 
programming for a child. After all 1 7 home games in 2017, the Revs raised 
$3,800 for Boston SCORES, or 38 weeks of programming. 

The collaboration, which began in October 2016, expands player involve¬ 
ment with youth in Boston SCORES' after-school program through Acad¬ 
emy-run soccer clinics and participation in SCORES’ Service Learning 
Projects. 


In addition, the 13th annual SCORES Cup at Gillette Stadium on July 15 
raised over $320,000 for Boston SCORES. In partnership with the Revolu¬ 
tion, the corporate charity soccer tournament brought over 600 players 
and more than 50 sponsors together for the record-breaking fundraising 
event.

TEAM NOTES 


DELAMEA HEADLINES REVOLUTION S TEAM AWARDS 


Prior to the Revolution's home finale on Oct. 1 5, the club announced this 
year's team award winners. Defender Antonio Delamea took home both 
the JetBlue Team MVP and Defender of the Year awards via votes from 
the fans and media, respectively. The Slovenian newcomer was a key 
fixture along New England's backline this season and enters Decision Day 
ranked second among Revs players in games started (29) and minutes 
played (2,547). 

In addition, forward Teal Bunbury was voted the 201 7 Players' Player of 
the Year by his teammates after scoring seven goals through 28 appear¬ 
ances. For the fourth consecutive year, midfielder Kelyn Rowe won Hu¬ 
manitarian of the Year honors thanks to his extensive work with the Jes¬ 
sie Rees Foundation and Kelyn's NEGU Crew, which gives young cancer 
patients and their families unique match day experiences at both home 
and away matches. 


Revolution Academy alum and current UNC-Charlotte freshman Joe Brito 
was named UnitedHealthcare Academy Player of the Year after pacing the 
Academy with 16 goals during the 2016-1 7 season. 



REVS' GOLDEN BOOT RACE COMES DOWN TO THE WIRE 


New England enters the season's final match with a tightly contested race 
for the Revolution's 201 7 Golden Boot award, given annually to the club's 
top scorer. Forward Kei Kamara leads the pack with 1 2 tallies, tied for his 
second-highest season total in his 11-year MLS career. The Sierra Leone 
native has been in excellent form since the turn of July, as his eight goals 
since July 1 are tied for the seventh most in MLS. He also leads the team 
with four game-winning goals. 

With one match remaining, Lee Nguyen trails Kamara by only one tally. He 
now has 11 goals to go with a team- and career-high 1 5 assists on the sea¬ 
son. Nguyen's production has lifted the Revs throughout 2017, as he has 
contributed either a goal or an assist in 1 5 of the club's last 23 matches. 

While Kamara and Nguyen have some cushion atop the Revs' goal-scoring 
charts, forwards Juan Agudelo and Teal Bunbury continue to apply pres¬ 
sure. Agudelo has eight goals on the season, a Revolution-career high, 
while Bunbury has scored seven goals in 201 7, all coming since July 1.

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH: REVS SET HOME WINS RECORD 


With a 2-1 win against New York City FC in the home finale on Oct. 1 5, the 
Revolution set a new club record for most home wins in a single season 
with 12. New England completed its 201 7 regular season home slate with a 
1 2-2-3 mark. The Revs enter the final week of the season with the second- 
most home points in MLS, second only to Toronto FC. 

The Revolution have been dominant at Gillette Stadium in recent history, 
particularly in September. New England has lost only three home games 
in September over the last decade, the last one coming on Sept. 8, 2013 
vs. Montreal. The club's home record in September datinq back to 2008 is 
16-3-7. 

With the win against New York City FC, New England extended its home 
unbeaten streak to eight games, marking the second such streak of at least 
seven games this season. The Revs enjoyed an 11 -game unbeaten run (9- 
0-2) at Gillette Stadium that began on Sept. 3, 2016 vs. the Colorado Rapids 
and ended with a loss to the Chicago Fire on June 1 7. That 11-game home 
unbeaten streak was the third longest in club history.

NGUYEN-ING FORMULA: LEE PRODUCING AT ELITE LEVEL 


Midfielder Lee Nguyen has established himself as one of the league's most 
prolific attacking midfielders since joining the Revolution in 2012. With his 
most recent assist on Sept. 23, Nguyen elevated his 2017 total to 15 as¬ 
sists, only two shy of the league lead held by New York's Sacha Kljestan 
(1 7). He also ranks fifth in MLS with 85 chances created (CC).

With 11 goals of his own, the Texas native has been involved in 26 total 
goals on the year. That total ranks third best in MLS behind Portland's Di¬ 
ego Valeri (32) and NYC's David Villa (29). On Sept. 23, Nguyen became the 
first MLS player in 2017 to reach 10 goals and 10 assists in 2017. He is 
now one of only four players in MLS with double digits in both categories 
this season, as Portland's Diego Valeri (21G/11 A), LA's Romain Alessandrini 
(11G/10A), and Atlanta's Hector Villalba (13G/10A) have also eclipsed the 
mark. 

Nguyen's production has been consistently impressive over the last three 
seasons, as he has logged at least 10 assists in each campaign since 201 5. 
Only two MLS players - Nguyen and Sacha Kljestan - have recorded at least 
10 assists in each of the last three MLS seasons. Nguyen is also the only 
Revolution player to record at least 10 assists in three different seasons, 
and the only Revs player with double-digit assits in back-to-back cam¬ 
paigns (now three straight from 201 5-1 7). 

Nguyen etched his name into the MLS record books this season with his 
four-assist effort against Orlando City SC on Sept. 2. Nguyen tied the MLS 
record and set a new club mark for the most assists in a single game. He 
is one of five players in league history to record four assists in a match and 
the first to do so since LA Galaxy's Landon Donovan on Aug. 12, 2012 vs. 
Chivas USA.

KAMARA EYES 100 REGULAR SEASON GOALS 


Forward Kei Kamara recently tallied his team-best fourth game-winning 
goal of the season on Sept. 23 vs. Toronto FC. Fie also registered the first hat 
trick of his 11-year MLS career in the Revolution's decisive 4-0 win against 
Orlando City SC on Sept. 2. For his efforts, Kamara was voted Alcatel MLS 
Player of the Week for Week 26. Since July 1, Kamara's eight goals are tied 
for the seventh most in MLS. 

Kamara's first goal on Sept. 2, a right-footed volley in the 26th minute, was 
the 100th combined regular season and postseason goal of his MLS career. 
The Sierra Leone international became the 12th player in league history to 
eclipse the 100 total goals mark. 

With three games remaining on the Revolution's regular season docket, Ka¬ 
mara has a chance to reach another major milestone: 100 regular season 
goals. He is two goals shy of becoming the 10th player in league history to 
reach the triple-digit mark in regular season play. With 100 tallies, he would 
move into a tie with Edson Buddie for ninth place in the MLS record books.

BUNBURY S TORRID GOAL-SCORING RUN CONTINUES 


Dating back to the beginning of July, forward Teal Bunbury has emerged 
as one of MLS' hottest goal scorers. Bunbury boasts seven goals in New 
England's last 14 games, his latest coming in the fourth minute on Sept. 
16 at Sporting Kansas City. Bunbury also added the game-winning assist in 
the Revs' home match on Sept. 9 vs. Montreal. 

The forward's production exploded once he opened his 2017 account on 
July 5 against New York. In the team's next match against LA on July 22, he 
entered the match as a second-half substitute and recorded the first brace 
of his Revolution career with two goals in a four-minute span. Bunbury also 
scored New England's lone goals in back-to-back games against Vancou¬ 
ver on Aug. 1 2 and New York City on Aug. 20. 

By potting his sixth goal of the season on Sept. 2, the United States interna¬ 
tional set a new Revolution-career high. With seven goals, Bunbury has hit 
his highest mark in MLS since scoring nine times for Sporting Kansas City 
in 2011. 


NGUYEN ONE ASSIST SHY OF 50/50 CLUB 


Midfielder Lee Nguyen recently inched closer to becoming the first mem¬ 
ber of the Revolution's 50 goal/50 assist club. In the Revs' 2-1 win against 
Toronto FC on Sept. 23, he submitted his 50th career goal and 49th career 
assist. With his next assist, Nguyen will become the 19th MLS player, and 
one of only three active players, to record at least 50 goals and 50 assists. 
He will also become the eighth player to record 50 goals and 50 helpers 
with a single club. 

On Sept. 27 at Orlando City, Nguyen tallied his 51st regular season goal 
with a curling free kick, giving him 100 combined goals and assists in his 
Revolution and MLS career. He is now one of nine active MLS players to 
reach the milestone, and one of only three players to do so with a single 
club (Portland's Diego Valeri and New York's Bradley Wright-Phillips). 
He also joins Taylor Twellman and Steve Ralston as the only Revolution 
players to be involved in 100 career MLS goals.

FAGUNDEZ NAMED TO 24 UNDER 24 FOR RECORD SIXTH TIME 


On Sept. 25, midfielder Diego Fagundez was named to the MLSsoccer. 
com 24 Under 24 — an annual ranking of the league's top young players 
by a panel of soccer media members, former players, and MLS editorial 
staff — for the fifth consecutive year and the sixth time for his career. 
Fagundez was named to the list for the first time in 2011 and has earned 
recognition in each season since 2013. 

Fagundez's six selections are now more than any other MLS player since 
the rankings began in 2010, breaking a five-way tie that included fellow 
Revs standout Juan Agudelo. With five consecutive selections, he also 
owns the longest active streak and ties the longest stretch in the list's 
history, matching Fabian Castillo, Bill Hamid, and Perry Kitchen. 

The seventh-year pro and Leominster, Mass, native became the first 
Homegrown Player signing in Revolution history in 2011. Earlier this year, 
he became the first Homegrown field player to record 10,000 career min¬ 
utes, and is also the youngest player in league history to make 100 ap¬ 
pearances and total 25 goals. In 2016, Fagundez also became the second 
youngest player in MLS annals to reach 100 career starts.

DIELNA DELIVERING FOR REVOLUTION IN CENTRAL DEFENSE 


On July 28, the New England Revolution signed defender and Designated 
Player Claude Dielna, a 29-year-old center back with more than 10 sea¬ 
sons of professional experience in France, England, Romania, and Slovakia. 
Dielna made his Revolution/MLS debut on Aug. 20 at NYCFC and has played 
every game since. In his first two home games on Sept. 2 vs. Orlando and 
Sept. 9 vs. Montreal, Dielna helped anchor New England's backline to con¬ 
secutive clean sheet victories. 

Since debuting on Aug. 20, Dielna has logged eight shots, 12 interceptions, 
and 38 clearances in 855 minutes played across 10 starts. New England has 
conceded only two goals in four games at Gillette Stadium with the six-foot 
center back on the field. 

Following his debut against New York City, forward Teal Bunbury was effu¬ 
sive in his praise for Dielna's performance: "Coming into a new team, a new 
environment, a new culture, a new playing style probably for him, and I think 
he fit in just great.... He’s a special type of player." 



CALDWELL & FAGUNDEZ LEADERS IN HOMEGROWN MINUTES 


Midfielder Diego Fagundez made history in the 15th minute of the April 8 
contest against the Houston Dynamo. The seventh-year pro became the 
first MLS Homegrown field player to reach 10,000 career minutes. On May 
6 at Columbus, midfielder Scott Caldwell - the second Homegrown Play¬ 
er signing in Revs history - became the second Homegrown field player 
to eclipse the milestone. D.C. United goalkeeper Bill Hamid was the first 
Homegrown to reach the mark.

After signing his first professional contract at just 1 5 years old, Fagundez 
is now a leader on the team at only 22. He is the second-longest tenured 
member of the Revolution behind Chris Tierney (10 years) and has been 
a key contributor this season with six goals, seven assists, and 34 shots 
on goal. 

Caldwell has shone as a beacon of consistency in the Revolution midfield. 
He currently leads the team with 930 completed passes and has five as¬ 
sists, tied for his career high (2015). Caldwell's performance two seasons 
ago led to Revolution fans and teammates voting him their MVP and Play¬ 
ers' Player of the Year for the 201 5 MLS season. 


DELAMEA THRIVING IN DEBUT MLS CAMPAIGN 


The Revolution entered the 201 7 MLS season with a fresh look in central 
defense, led by newcomer Antonio Delamea. The Slovenian has settled in 
to his new surroundings seamlessly, as he ranks second among Revolu¬ 
tion players with 2,547 minutes played and 29 games started. He also 
ranks seventh among MLS players in interceptions (68), sixth in clear¬ 
ances (151), and fourth in headed clearances (77). For his performance, 
Delamea was voted both the JetBlue Team MVP and Defender of the Year 
by fans and media, respectively. 

The 26-year-old's contributions have been noted by the rest of the League 
and his home country. Delamea continues to be a regular member of Slo¬ 
venia's squad in its qualifying cycle, recently earning a fourth career call 
up to the national team for its final pair of World Cup Qualifying matches. 
Delamea was an unused substitute for each of Slovenia's last four World 
Cup Qualifying matches, but previously made his first international start 
in a World Cup Qualifier on June 10 against Malta and played all 90 min¬ 
utes in the 2-0 win. He owns two caps in his senior international career. 

Delamea earned back-to-back selections to MLSsoccer.com's Team of the 
Week in Weeks 4 and 5 of this season. He later opened his MLS scoring 
account with a headed finish against Chicago on June 17. 


AGUDELO PROVIDES A PROVEN THREAT 


Forward Juan Agudelo enters the final match of the regular season one 
goal shy of a career year, having scored eight goals in 27 league appear¬ 
ances to date. Despite missing two matches due to injury and three more 
for international duty, where he helped the U.S. Men's National Team raise 
the 201 7 CONCACAF Gold Cup trophy, Agudelo's eight tallies rank third on 
the team behind Kei Kamara (1 2) and Lee Nguyen (11). Agudelo is par¬ 
ticularly dangerous at home with 10 goals and three assists in his last 1 7 
appearances at Gillette Stadium. 

Agudelo added his eighth goal in his first appearance back from the 201 7 
Gold Cup on July 29 vs. Philadelphia. The headed finish propelled him 
past his previous Revolution-career high of seven goals - a mark he also 
reached in 2013, 201 5, and 2016. One more tally will match his overall ca¬ 
reer high of nine goals set in 2013 with both New England and Chivas USA. 

Now in his fourth campaign with the Revolution, Agudelo is etching him¬ 
self into the club's record books. In his Revs career, he has scored 0.45 
goals per 90 minutes and boasts a scoring percentage of 17.7 percent, 
good for second and third best, respectively, in club history. He is cur¬ 
rently in eighth place on New England's all-time goal scoring chart with 
29 goals.

ROWE'S VERSATILITY WITH REVS EARNS USMNT DEBUT 


Revolution midfielder Kelyn Rowe has earned a reputation as one of Ma¬ 
jor League Soccer's most versatile players. The club's 2016 Team MVP 
made his 10th career start on the back line and his eighth career start at 
left back in New England's match at Chicago on Aug. 5. When Rowe starts 
in defense, the Revolution are 4-2-4 with five clean sheets. 

This season, Rowe started at left back in two shutout victories vs. Houston 
on April 8 and vs. Philadelphia on July 29. His first three career starts in a 
defensive position all came last season, when he logged minutes at every 
position except for center back and goalkeeper. In 2016, Rowe made two 
starts at right back on May 14 vs. Chicago and Aug. 24 vs. San Jose, and 
one at left back on Oct. 23 vs. Montreal. 

Rowe's ability to contribute from any position on the field helped him earn 
his first call up to the United States Men's National Team under Head 
coach Bruce Arena. The 25-year-old earned three starts in his debut spell 
with the USMNT in July 2017. The Federal Way, Wash, native earned his 
first international cap with the stars and stripes during a friendly against 
Ghana on July 1 before making two starts in the Group Stage of the CON- 
CACAF Gold Cup. Rowe earned his first start in the USMNT's opening Gold 
Cup group stage match against Panama on July 8 and delivered an assist 
for the squad's lone goal. He then scored his first international goal against 
Nicaragua on July 15. 



WATSON FEATURES FOR JAMAICA NATIONAL TEAM 


Revolution defender Je-Vaughn Watson has been a central figure in Ja¬ 
maican football in the last few years. He has led the Reggae Boyz to con¬ 
secutive runner-up finishes in the CONCACAF Gold Cup, featuring as cap¬ 
tain in several of those matches. Watson most recently played 90 minutes 
for Jamaica in a friendly at Saudi Arabia on Oct. 7. 

This year's Gold Cup marked the third of Watson's international career. 
The 33-year-old also played for the Reggae Boyz in the 2011 and 2015 
Gold Cup tournaments. In the 201 7 Gold Cup Final, the seventh-year MLS 
veteran scored Jamaica's lone goal against the United States and added 
an assist on Romario Williams' game-winning goal in Jamaica's 2-0 win 
against Curacao on July 9. 

Watson, the owner of 72 career caps and four international goals, most 
recently featured for Jamaica in its friendly against Canada at BMO Field 
in Toronto on Sept. 2. 


HERIVAUX DEBUTS FOR HAITI IN FRIENDLY VS. JAPAN 


Revolution Homegrown Player Zachary Herivaux featured for the Haiti 
National Team in an international friendly against Japan in Yokohama on 
Oct. 10. The midfielder started and played all 90 minutes in the 3-3 draw, 
and recorded an assist on Duckens Nazon's go-ahead goal in the 78th 
minute. 

Yokohama was a fitting locale for Herivaux to make this senior inter¬ 
national debut. Raised in Brookline, Mass., Herivaux was born in Osaka, 
where his father played professionally. The 21-year-old holds tri-citizen- 
ship in Haiti, Japan, and the United States. 

Herivaux previously represented Haiti in a friendly against the Argentina 
Olympic Team last summer. 


FINDING NEMO: KRISZTIAN NEMETH TALLIES ASSIST IN DEBUT 


New England added another piece to its attacking group before the close 
of the secondary transfer window, acquiring former Sporting Kansas City 
forward and Hungarian international Krisztian Nemeth. After missing 
some time with a calf strain, Nemeth made his Revolution debut as a stop- 
page-time substitute on Sept. 2 vs. Orlando City SC and wasted no time 
making his presence felt, recording an assist on his second touch with the 
club. Nemeth has now made five appearances since his arrival, including 
a pair of starts. He most recently started, played 69 minutes, and recorded 
four shots on Oct. 15 vs. New York City. 

Nemeth, 28, came to New England with over 12 years of professional ex¬ 
perience and has now totaled 210 senior appearances, 62 goals, and 44 
assists across all competitions in his club career including this season.

TOM SOEHN 

INTERIM HEAD COACH 

Tom Soehn assumed the role of interim head coach on Sept. 19, 201 7. He previously served as an assistant coach 
for the New England Revolution under Jay Heaps, joining Heaps' staff in January 2014. 

Soehn has 13 years of MLS coaching experience as both a head coach and assistant, including three seasons 
with the Chicago Fire and six seasons with D.C. United. The Chicago, III. native began his coaching career as an 
assistant coach with his hometown club, the Chicago Fire, where he was Bob Bradley’s first assistant in 2001 
and 2002. Soehn moved to D.C. United in 2004, where he served as Peter Nowak’s top assistant, helping the 
Black and Red win MLS Cup in 2004 and the 2006 Supporters Shield. He was promoted to head coach ahead of 
the 2007 season and led D.C. to a second straight Supporters Shield. In 2008, he guided D.C. to a U.S. Open Cup 
championship and into the group stage of the 2008-09 and 2009-10 CONCACAF Champions League tournaments. 

In January 2010, Soehn was appointed as Vancouver Whitecaps FC’s first Director of Soccer Operations, where he 
developed and managed the club’s inaugural roster, player scouting, and identification and recruitment system 
as the club prepared to enter MLS in 2011. Soehn returned to the bench in late May 2011 and coached the team 
for the remainder of its debut season after head coach Teitur Thordarson was released. In 2012, he returned to 
the front office to direct soccer operations, helping craft the Whitecaps FC team that qualified for the MLS Cup 
Playoffs - the first ever Canadian team to do so. 

Before pursing coaching, Soehn enjoyed a 13-year professional playing career as a defender and midfielder from 1998-2000. He played in both indoor and 
outdoor professional leagues during his career, including four seasons in MLS with the Dallas Burn (now FC Dallas) and the Chicago Fire. After being selected 
in the second round (13 th overall) of the MLS Inaugural Player Draft in February 1996, Soehn saw his first action with Dallas in 1997 and helped the club win the 
U.S. Open Cup title.

Remi Roy is in his eighth season with the New 
England Revolution as an assistant coach, hav¬ 
ing joined the coaching staff in 2010. In addition 
to working primarily with the first-team keepers, 
Roy also manages the club’s collegiate scouting 
efforts and provides additional training for the 
Revolution Academy’s goalkeepers. 

During his time with the Revolution, Roy has men¬ 
tored several different goalkeepers and helped 
them each achieve success in MLS. In addition to coaching former Revs goal¬ 
keeper Matt Reis in his pursuit of MLS longevity and success, Roy helped Bobby 
Shuttleworth establish himself as one of the league’s premier goalkeepers 
since his debut in 2010. In 2016, Roy’s guidance helped Brad Knighton start a 
career-high 13 matches, including six wins. He also tutored rookie Matt Turner 
through seven starts in USL action in 2016, a stretch in which he conceded only 
three goals. He also worked with MLS newcomer Cody Cropper after he was 
acquired during the 2016 campaign, leading to a shutout victory in his MLS 
debut in the season finale. 

Roy joined the Revolution after 10 years as the assistant coach/goalkeepers 
coach for both the men’s and women’s soccer teams at the University of Mobile 
in Alabama, his alma mater. During his tenure in Mobile, Roy was also a mem¬ 
ber of the Region III goalkeeping staff. Additionally, he served as the Puerto 
Rico national team’s goalkeepers coach in its preparations for the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup. 

In addition to his various coaching positions, Roy spent five years as a player- 
coach in the United Soccer League (USL) with the Syracuse Salty Dogs (2003) 
and the Virginia Beach Mariners (2004-07).Roy played collegiately at the Uni¬ 
versity of Mobile from 1997-99. In his final season in 1999, Roy garnered all¬ 
conference, all-region, and All-American honors. He also played five seasons in 
the Premier Development League (PDL) with the Jackson Chargers (1998-99), 
Des Moines Menace (2000), and the Spokane Shadow (2001). 




CARLOS LLAMOSA 

ASSISTANT COACH 

Carlos Llamosa is in his first season as an assis¬ 
tant coach for the New England Revolution after 
joining the club’s staff in December 2016. Lla¬ 
mosa, 47, has been a mainstay in North American 
soccer over the past two decades, having enjoyed 
a 15-year career in MLS as a player and a coach, 
as well as an additional four years coaching in the 
North American Soccer League. 


He arrives in New England following four seasons 
as an assistant coach for the New York Cosmos (2013-16), a span in which he 
helped guide the club to three NASL Soccer Bowl Championships. Before join¬ 
ing New York, Llamosa spent four seasons as an assistant coach with Chivas 
USA in MLS from 2009-12. 


Llamosa’s appointment marks a homecoming for the former MLS player, who 
enjoyed an 11-year career as one of the league’s premier defenders. He spent 
nearly four years with New England from 2002 to 2005, appearing in 38 games, 
starting 36, for the club from 2002-03 before missing the 2004 season with a 
knee injury. In the postseason, he made eight additional appearances for the 
Revolution. Llamosa was a major contributor in the club’s run to the 2002 MLS 
Cup, as he started five matches during the postseason including the final. 

He totaled 154 career MLS appearances, 142 starts, three goals, and four as¬ 
sists in stints with D.C. United (1997-2000), Miami Fusion (2001), New England, 
and Chivas USA (2006-07). With D.C., he helped the club to three straight MLS 
Cup appearances from 1997-99, including championships in 1997 and 1999. 
Prior to MLS, Llamosa played professionally in Colombia with Colmena (1986- 
88 ) and Atletico Huila (1989-90) before immigrating to the United States in 
1991. He began his U.S. career with the New York Centaurs of the A-League in 
1995 before being selected by D.C. United in the 1997 MLS Supplemental Draft. 

A native of Palmira, Colombia, Llamosa became a United States citizen in 1991 
and was capped 29 times with the U.S. Men’s National team. He played in the 
1999 Confederations Cup and 2002 World Cup, appearing in wins against Por¬ 
tugal and Mexico in the latter.
